Unloading Procedure: Due to lack of alongside berthing area , approximately 
70 percent of the ships are moored to buoys which are shown on enclosure. 

Ships use own gear to unload heavy cargo. The cargo is unloaded into lighters 
and Junks and then taken to shore where mobile cranes collate the process. 

Warehouses and Storage Sheds: The warehouses and storage sheds are much the 
same as they were before WWII, being in a very broken down and unsatisfactory 
condition. 

Key Construction; The entire shore line of Area C of enclosure is under 
construction. The majority of the work consists of extending the present 
wharfs and building new ones. The progress of the constructi on has been
